U. S. War Department Would Promote 


the Reorganization of National Guard 


By NEWTON D. BAKER, Secretary of Y/ar 


In the present disturbed condition of Uio country 


there will doubtless arise, as there has in the pr.st, the 
necessity for the use of orgdiihH force in the protection 
and the maintenance of law cnJ orta-r. 


Our Constitution contemplate the use of federal 


forces for local or state purposes only when all other 
forces of the locality or state have been exhausted or 
have been found insufficient to meet "the emergency, or 
when it is evident that such measures will prove inad- 
equate. Then, and then only, should federal forces be 
called upon to handle the situation. 
In view of the 


above, and in order that an organized force may be provided which is 
suitable and available for the purposes herein touched upon, the attention of 
all governors and state authorities is invited to the fact that the national 
defense act of June 3, 1916, is still in force. The war department is in a 
position to furnish assistance to the National Guard formed under this 
law, and it is a matter of deep concern to the war department that so little 
progress has been made in the organization of the National Guard, which 
is so essential in the handling of internal problems by the state authorities. 


There appears to be a spirit of antagonism toward the organization 


of this local force, which it is impossible to reconcile with tli3 patriotic 
duty and loyalty of the citizens and officers of our state government. 
It 


is requested that the authorities make a special effort to immediately 
organize throughout the United States t»ie force known as the Xational 
Guard, under the act of June 3, 1916, and that every effort be made to 
overcome the spirit of antagonism to the National Guard which may be 
manifested within their states.

DEMOCRATIC ASHRAM'S 


Former Congressman A. H. IJrod- 


beck and A. F. Fix, former York coun- 
ty treasurer, will be candidates for 
the Democratic nomination for con- 
gress in the SJOIh congressional district 
of Pennsylvania. Party leaders claim 
that Clarence A. Geesey, who was scc- 
ivtary to Mr. Urodbeck when the lat- 
ter was in congress, has intimated to 
them that Mr. Brodbeck will be a can- 
didate. Mr. Fix has announced his 
candidacy to his friends, who claim 
that he is preparing to give Mr. Brod- 
beck a hard fight for the nomination.

In tho present disturbed condition of llio country 
there will doubtloss arise, as there has in the p?.st, the 
necessity for the use of organi-ied force in the protection 
and the maintenance of law anJ ordt?r. 


Our Constitution contemplaton the use of federal 
forces for local or state purposes only when all other 
forces of the locality or state have been exhausted or

have been found insufiicicnt to meet tlie emergency, or

when it is evident that such measures will prove inad-

equate. 
Then, and then only, should federal forces be 


^ 
called upon to handle tho situation. 
In view of the 


above, and in order that an organized force may be provided which is 
suitable and available for the purposes herein touclied upon, the attention of 
all governors and state authorities is invited to the fact that the national 
defense act of June 3, 1916, is still in force. The war department is in a 
position to furnish assistance to tho National Guard formed under this 
Jaw, and it is a matter of deep concern to the war department that so little 
progress has been made in the organization of the National (iuard, which 
is so essential in the handling of internal problems by the state authorities. 


There appears to be a spirit of antagonism toward the organization 
of this local force, which it is impossible to reconcile Avilh th^ patriotic 
duty and loyalty of the citizens and officers of our state government. 
It 
is requested that the authorities make a special effort to immediately 
organize throughout the United States the force known as the National 
Guard, under the act of June 3, 1916, and that every effort be made to 
overcome the spirit of antagonism to the National Guard which may be 
manifested within their states.

It is due also to the Americanization of the child of foreign-born par- 
ents, which has created a chasm between the child, with his American 
training, and his parents, with their Euroijean traditions, ideals and back- 
ground, and whicli, in many cases, results in the development of contempt 
on the part of the child toward his parents. 


It is due, too, to poverty and bad housing. 
It may be due to the eco- 


nomic emancipation of women.

Los Añóreles, Cal.—The Salten sea, 
In the 
Imperial 
valley, 
one 
of 
tlie 
natural wonders of the West, is con- 
stantly 
shrinking. 
At 
present 
it 
is 
about IS miles lorg and nine miles 
wide at the greatest point. During the 
last iive years the water is said 
to 
have retreated about a mile a year, 
leaving a salt-encrusted 
adobe 
land, 
which is eagerly seized by homestead-, 
ers. 
Often their location slakes are 
planted far out in the water. 


The sea, which lies 169 feet below 
the level of the ocean, abounds in mul- 
let and carp, which local and Arizona 
capitalists are planning to utilize by 
the creation of a great cannery. 


The United States departuient of ag- 
riculture reports state that about the 
Saltón sea lies the largest area of date- 
producing land in the country. 


Geologists say the Saltón '*sink." as 
it - once 
was 
known, 
in 
prehistoric 
times has changed from desert to sea 
and from sea to desert 50 time^ or 
more.

For 
centuries 
the 
Colorado 
river 
a-ould flow quietly to the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia and gradually build up a s a n d - 
bar 
across 
its 
mouth.

Ihe Salton "sink.** 
The desert would 
become an inland sea. 
renuiinlng 
so

The sea would be 
drained and 
the region relapse 
into 
a desert. 


Mud volcanoes abound near the sea, 
a short distance inland. 
Tliey are of 
all sizes up to great mounds 16 feet 
in height. 
They all emit steam, some 
in a steady stream, ethers steam and 
mud alternately. 
Many of them give 
out a sulphurous gas. 
At times their 
roaring can be heard for miles. 


More and 
more 
the sea 
is 
being 
visited by tourists, 
and 
during 
the 
heated season, when 
he temperatui'e 
is from 10 to 20 degrees cooler 
than 
in the valley towns, dances are fre- 
quently held on an old wharf 
which 
once served 
as a landing place for 
fishing boats, but which has been left 
high and dry by the receding waters. 
Of Interest to Tourists. 
Of especial interest to the tourists 
are the bubbling "paintpots." 
As the 
water retreats it is in a state of con- 


sfunt ebullition. 
Gases from i^orrie un- 
known subterranean source 
are 
con* 
linually íÍnOIng escape through unseen 
vents 
In the 
bottom. 
Layer 
after 
layer of colored pigment is deposited. 
The retreating waters bave loft uncov- 
ered acres of this deposit, said by ex* 
perls 
to bo fully equal 
to the dry 
sienna and umber colors of which so 
much Is Imported. 


It is tiiought that the shrinkage of 
the Salton sea will continue until 
it 
finally becomes a salt "sink" with a 
pool of brackish water in the center, 
unless a fresh outburst of the great 
Colorado should replenish Its waters.
